Good seeding methods will re-| 


duce wireworm damage the Do- 
minion © entomological labora- 
tory, Saskatoon reports. In gen- 
eral, any operation or method 
that will produce quick germi- 
nation and vigorous growth of 
the young plant will assist a 
crop to escape wireworm dam- 
age. 

Good, sound seed should be sown 
and if it is treated for smut control, 
a mercury dust is recommended 
rather than formalin’ treatment, 
since the latter tends to retard ger- 
mination, the department reports, It 
is most important to have a firm, 
The seeds should 
not be planted deeper than three 
inches, and should be seeded at the 


j heaviest rate recommended for the 


district 


An effective packing should follow 
the seeding so that moist soil is 
packed around the seed to produce 
quick germination. These  recom- 
mendations are especially useful 
when seeding crop into infested sum- 
merfallow or rebroken grass land, 
where wireworm damage is usually 


|most serious, the laboratory reports. 


Flax, oats, and barley generally 


|are more resistant to wireworm dam- 
age than wheat or spring rye. If a 
{crop has been destroyed by

worms, the field cen be reseeded im- 
mediately.

all of Canada’s needs,” the article 
continues, “It has been estimated| 
production from these fields will ex- | 
ceed 70,000 barrels a day, far short| 
of the consumption anticipated by 
1955.” 

In 1948 Canada imported 87 per 
cent. of her oil and if she were less 
dependent upon foreign sources the 
national economy would greatly bene-| 
fit, the article states. It estimates a} 
current consumption of more than 
250,000 barrels a day will exceed 
350,000 barrels a day by 1955. 


“Large reserves also must be prov- 
en or blocked out to justify heavy | 
investments in pipe lines and new| 
refineries. By providing less costly | 
transportation, pipe lines can make |

l.vider area. However, it is obvious | 
that the proven reserves must come

Canada is issuing a 4-cent stamp 
to mark the union of Newfoundland 
and Labrador as Canada’s tenth 
province, 

The stamps of Newfoundland have 
always been popular with Canadian 
collectors, so much so that some is- 
sues of Newfoundland postage stamps 
were issued primarily for stamp col- 
lectors. The commerce of the island 
did not warrant as many different 
issues as have appeared in the past 
30 years, but collectors in Canada, 
Great Britain and the United States 
have gobbled up the Newfoundland 
stamps as fast as they were issued. 
Newfoundland stamps have always 
been a good investment, 

Newfoundland began issuing stamps 
in 1857, and its early stamps featur- 
ed heraldic flowers, They are quite 
valuable today. First stamps fea- 
turing the country’s fishing industry 
appeared in 1866, showing a codfish, 
seal and a fishing schooner, The 
same issue also featured portrait 
stamps of Queen Victoria and Prince 
Albert, 

Newfoundland has issued many 
commemorative stamps, and many 
stamps featuring members of the 
British royal family, The first com- 
memorative set appeared in 1897 to 
mark the 400th anniversary of the 
discovery of Newfoundland by John 
Cabot, the set featuring scenery and 
industries of the island as well as 
historical figures, The same year a 
set appeared for the Diamond Jubi- 
lee of Queen Victoria’s reign, show- 
ing members of the Royal Family. 
{n 1910 there was a long set to John 
Guy, first colonizer of the island in 
1610, The next year there was a set 
to mark the coronation of King 
George V showing the King, Queen 
Mary, their children and other mem- 
bers of the Royal Family, In 1919 


there was the famous Caribou set 
to the Newfoundland men who serv- 
ed in the First World War, 


In 1923 and 1928 there were long 
pictorial sets, featuring Newfound- 
land scenery and industries, Another 
such set appeared in 1931, with ad- 
ditional values appearing in 1932, In 
1933 there was a set to Sir Hum- 
phrey Gilbert, marking the 450th an- 
niversary of the formal annexation 
of Newfoundland to England. A long 
pictorial set appeared in 1937 for the 
coronation of King George VI. The 
year 1941 saw a 5-cent stamp issued 
to the Grenfell Mission’s 50th anni- 
versary. 

Newfoundland’s airmail stamps 
date back to 1919 when the first 
trans-Atlantic flights were made, and 
the 1931 set contains a value show- 
ing the routes of these early flights.

tooth decay,” Mr. Martin said, 

The health minister said there is 
a dire shortage of dentists in Canada 
and they are badly distributed. 

The ratio of about one to every 
3,000 persons was so low that if 
more people who needed dental care 
were to ask for it, the demand would 
far exceed the capacity of the pro- 
fession. 

More than 40 per cent. of the den- 
tists were located in Ontario, There 
was a_ serious shortage in other 
provinces, particularly Saskatchewan 
where there were only 192 dentists, 
or about one for every 4,500 persons, 

Mr. Martin said that federal health 
grants, by increasing the number of 
dentists, can partly correct this mal-

Some of the highlights showed 1948

;ed at $99,000,000. This was made up 
of lumber products, $18,094,000; 
coal products $41,875,000; petroleum 
| products $35,127,000. This was an 
increase of four million barrels and 
$17,000,000 in value over 1947, 

The Premier indicated that 200, 
000,000 gallons of oil products are 
purchased each year in Alberta and 
each le gallon reduction in price 
represents a saving of $2,000,000 to 
Alberta consumers, There are more 
than 630 wells producing in the 
Province now. 

Last year 32 new industries start- 
ed in Alberta employing 1200 peo 


ple. 
Treasury Branches showed a 
| business increase and a profit of 


$127,100. Deposits by the public are 
approximately $29,000,000. 

The net funded and unfunded 
debt was decreased by $16,992,144 
last year. It was argued by the Pre- 
}mier that income from oil bearing

No Hollywood productio r had 
been preceded by so many years of 
research or meant so much to so 
many people. More than 100 infra- 
red lamps were sent out to be test- 
ed in the field in nine differ sec- 
tions of the United States 

Prof. Arthur W. Farrell of the ag 
ricultural engineering department 
then sat back and waited for the re 
sult of this rehearsal 

Had they finally perfected a frost 
killer which would save crops an- 
nually destroyed by frost? r would 
this lamp prove to be a repitition 
of the many failures of the past— 
the smudge pots, motor driven fans, 
airplanes and helicopter 

The reports now in give the an-| 
swer 

The strawberry plant at Jim 
Thompson's farm in Kensington, o., 


were covered with blooms 1 few 
buds were beginning to show, when 
one night in May the mereury drop- 
ped sharply. 

The sky was cloudless, the wind 
had fallen to two miles an hour and 
a killing frost was certain to come. 
His crop seemed doomed 

Plants Unharmed 
With little hope in his heart, 


Thompson lighted the strange lamp 
he had received from Michigan. Dur- 
ing the night the frost came, but in 
the morning the buds still waved 
gaily and the plants were unharmed. 
In other sections the weather was 
even colder, the frost more severe. 
In West Virginia, Robert M. Conkle, 
a wholesale grower of currants and 
tomatoes, went glumly to bed, be- 
lieving his crops just coming into 
bloom would be destroyed. 

However, he also had received one 
of these Michigan lamps and _ his 
crops were miraculously saved, while 
water froze solid that night outside 
the protected area, Acres of spring 
flowers of large commercial growers 
were sayed from destruction that 
night through the use of this infra- 
red lamp. | 


In 1946, when a sudden drop in 
the temperature destroyed Michi- 
gan’s $20,000,000 peach crop in a 


single night, Professor Farrell decid- 
ed he would devote his life, if neces- 
sary, searching for some method 
whereby growers could save the huge 
sum annually lost through frost, 
The most usual of frost producing 
conditions is a stilling of the air un- 


der a cloudless sky when the mercury | 


is near the freezing point, This al- 
lows heat from the earth and plants 


to escape into outer space, leaving 
the plants no way of keeping warm. 

This radiation was found to 
amount to 1,000,000 British thermal 
units per hour per acre. These heat 
waves easily pierced the densest 
man-made fog placed like a blanket 
over the crops. 

Unable to block this radiation 
Farrell and his associates attacked 
the problem from another angle 
Why not, they asked, devise some 


method of generating and shooting 
into the plants the same kind of heat 
rays they were so wastefully throw- 
ing off killing themselves in

The cost would eat up the profit 
on the most profitable crops, Farrell | 
knew that metal, heated to a non- 
incandescent glow, produced intense 
infra-red rays, and after much re-{ 
search he found that the best combi-! 
nation was sheet steel heated by oil. |

Plans Of Sask. 
Draw Praise 


Action of the Saskatchewan gov- 
ernment in promising to introduce 
|compulsory pasteurization legislation 
jat the present session of the legis- 
lature is attracting commendation 
from health educators throughout 
the Dominion, Plans of the Saskat- 
chewan government in this instance 
were disclosed in the Speech from 
the Throne, read at the recent open- 
ing of the legislature. 

The Health League of Canada in 
an official statement said that Prem- 
ier Douglas and his cabinet are to

which will benefit the health of the 
people of their province, The Health 
League, a voluntary health educa- 
tion association, has been leading the 
Dominion-wide fight for provincial 
compulsory pasteurization legislation 
for years, ‘ 

“If this legislation is approved by 
the legislature,” the Health League 
statement continued, “Saskatchewan 
will become the second province in 
Canada to write such a law into its 
statutes. Ontario was the first; such 
legislation being passed in that prov- 
ince in 1938,” 

Dr. Gordon Bates, General Direc- 
tor of the Health League of Canada, 
termed pasteurization ‘one of the 
world’s greatest disease-preventing 
and ‘life-saving measures.” He said 
raw milk is one_of the greatest dan- 
gers to public Health today, and cit- 
ed proof of the effectiveness of the 
Ontario pasteurization program. 

Dr. Bates revealed that Ontario's 
typhoid case and death rates are ap- 
proximately one-tenth of those re- 
corded before 1938. Likewise, dis- 
eases such as _ paratyphoid, and 
diarrhoea and enteritis among in- 
fants and young children have de- 
creased greatly, There has not been 
one serious outbreak of a milk-borne 
disease in Ontario since the law 
went into effect. As for bovine T.B., 
not one case from the province of 
Ontario has been admitted to the 
Hospital for Sick Children, Toronto, 
during the past six years.

Small Greenhouse Design 


Diagram of inexpensive side-wall greenhouse, 


gpd greenhouses can be quite 

easily built to provide means for 
starting plants in early spring and 
even for winter use. Such small 
greenhouses, or conservatories, built 
largely with wood frames and usual- 
ly with no glass in the side-walls, 
can be home made with relatively 
small expense, It would not be ad- 
visable, however, to attempt to use 
hotbed sash for a house of this kind, 
as they would not be a very perma- 
nent type of construction for a green- 
house, 

The accompanying diagram shows 
some structural details of a home- 
made house in which the side-walls 
are made of 2x4 framing material 
boarded on both sides and the space 
between the studs filled with planer 
shavings for insulation, In this kind 
of house the sash bars and plates of 
the walls are recommended to be 
made of redwood or cypress. 

Heating of a small greenhouse, up 
to sizes 12 by 26 feet, can be ac- 
complished by means of a small coal 
burning heater equipped with a cir-

Hot water heating is scarcely es- 
sential for a small greenhouse, but 
for the larger installations nothing 
but hot water or steam heating 
should be considered. For a green- 
house with a floor area of 3,200 8q. 
ft. it would be much better to build 
a house wider than 20 ft. and short- 
er than the dimensions given, For 
instance, a house 40 by 80 feet would 
be much more economical of con- 
struction and also of heating than 
would a house 20 by 160 feet. 

Whether the ridge of a greenhouse 
is run north and south or east and 
west does not seem to be very im- 
portant, some greenhouse users pre- 
fer one direction for the ridge, others 
the other; the majority east and 
west, but can give no definite reason 
for this preference. For a commer- 
cial greenhouse the modern steel 
frame construction is recommended. 

Heating may be by hot water or 
steam, but for a housé not larger 
than the one mentioned hot water is 
probably to be preferred.

Equipment 

If necessary, all the tools needed 
in a small garden will be a rake, a 
hoe and a spade or digging fork. 
These are minimum requirements. 
With a little more equipment much 
labor can be saved. Digging forks, 
cultivators, special weeders, dutch 
hoes, etc., will make the work easier 
and more interesting. They are de- 
signed for special jobs. All will do 
better and easier work if kept rea- 
sonably sharp. 

For larger gardens a small garden 
tractor that will cultivate, plow, cut 
the grass and do other jobs might 
well be considered. These are now 
coming on the market freely. They 
are not expensive and are very 
cheaply operated. A quart of gas 
will operate them for several hours. 
Add To Variety 

By adding a new flower or vege- 
table each season one will make 
pleasing discoveries and add to the 
value and interest of the garden. 

Each year the plant breeder dis- 
c6vers new types and varieties, and 
turns out better or hardier plants 
that will do well in a wider range 
of climate in Canada. 

In addition to brand new flowers 
and vegetables, new shades have 
been added to old standbys among 
the flowers and earlier, more tender 
varieties to standard vegetables. 
Some of the old favorites would 
hardly be recognized today. Flowers 
have been greatly improved in size 
and color and vegetables are better 
too, 

It is a good plan to go Over the 
seed catalogues carefully and note 
some of these improvements, Even 
for the colder parts of Canada it is 
now possible to get varieties of early 
corn, tomatoes, melons and such 
semi-tender things that will do well, 
The plant breeders have made this 
possible by selecting very early ma- 
turing types and breeding from 
these, Certainly this point should 
be considered in making up the list 
of purchases, And it is also welk,to 
add something that, sofar as the

Canadian Wheat ud 
Flour To Britain 


(By H.G.L. Strange) 

Many are afraid that if wheat is 
surplus commodity by 
the United States that Britain may 
not be able to purchase Canadian 
wheat because she could not use 
Marshall-plan dollars for that pur- 
pose, 

It must be remembered, however, 
that Britain’s purchases last year 
of Canadian wheat and _ flour 
amounted to 257 million dollars, 
but Britain earned 300 million Ca- 
nadian dollars from the goods she 
sold to Canada and no doubt Brit- 
ain’s sales to other countries must 
have brought to Britain some Can- 
adian and U.S.A, dollars and gold, 
which is all interchangeable. All in 
all, then, Britain each year\has a 
great deal more Canadian dollars 
or its equivalent than she needs to 
buy Canadian wheat and flour. 

It is true that Britain buys many 
other things from Canada, It seems 
to me, however, that if she is pin- 
ched for dollars she will be bound 
to give priority on these basic food- 
stuffs—wheat and flour—and _be- 
sides Britain can use Marshall-aid

GOOD MARKET FOR ALFALFA 
SEED FOR EXPORT 


More than ten million pounds of 
alfalfa seed have been exported 
from Canada in the six-month per- 
iod from July 1 to December 31, 
1948. This is considerably more than 
the total exports for the entire 12- 
month period from July 1, 1947, to 
June 30, 1948, and compares with 
less than two million pounds ex- 
ported in the same 6-month period 
of 1947. Two factors are largely re- 
sponsible for the phenomenal in- 
crease in export of alfalfa this sea- 
son, 

The United States production of 
alfalfa seed in 1948 was the small- 
est in a number of years, while 
production of this seed in Canada 
exceeded all 
several million pounds, with 
latest figures placing the crop at 
more than sixteen million pounds. 
The American market is the main 
outlet for surplus Canadian alfalfa 
seed and the combination of these 
two factors has resulted in a very 
keen demand for this hardy north- 
ern grown seed at attractive prices 
and the movement of record 
amounts from growers’ hands.
